Attached please find a Special Ordinance to approve the 
municipal yard waste pick-up agreement with Browning Ferris 
Industries of Indiana, Inc. This bidder was substantially lower 
than any other bidder for this service. 


As a result of having contract with the City of Fort Wayne, 
they will be locating a district office in the city. 


This contract will result in providing yard waste pick-up at 
a significantly lower price than other solid waste. 


The contract follows the solid waste specification for service 
cost adjustment. Pick-up costs are adjusted on 60% of the cost of 
living index for this area. Disposal cost adjustments are based 
in changes in regulations. They are not tied to landfill increases 
which are not based on regulatory changes.

TITLE OF ORDINANCE: Ordinance Approving Contract for Municipal Yard 
Waste Pick-up City-Wide 

DEPARTMENT REQUESTING ORDINANCE: Board of Works 

SYNOPSIS OF ORDINANCE: This special ordinance approves award of 
a contract to Browning Ferris Industries of Indiana, Inc. for 
weekly pick-up of yard waste city-wide. The pick-up fee from 
residential and city cites is $26.00 per ton and a disposal fee of 


both streams of yard waste is $8.55 per ton. 


EFFECT OF PASSAGE: City will have separate pick-up for yard waste 
from approximately April 1 through October 15 annually over the 


next five (5) years. 


EFFECT OF NON-PASSAGE: No separate pick-up of yard waste. 


MONEY INVOLVED (DIRECT COSTS, EXPENDITURES, SAVINGS): If the user 


fee increase is approved, there will be no direct cost to the City.
